Nogales, Ariz., March 14. 
Nogales, 
Sonora, is in the hands of the Sonora 
rebels, calling themselves “Constitu­ 
tionalists,” following fierce fighting 
between the rebels and the federal de­ 
adens of the town. 
The wounding 
of 
an 
American 
trooper on border guard duty resulted 
in the issuance of a peremptory de­ 
mand from Lieutenant Colonel Daniel 
Tate, l ut h United States 
cavalry, 
that the contending factions cease 
their firing into American territory at 
P o rtly thereafter Lieutenant 
^milio Kostelitzsky, the police coni 
Blander of rurales, came to the inter­ 
national line with a number of his 
men and surrendered to the United 
States troops and gave up their arms. 
Previously 12 of KosterJitzsky’s men 
had crossed the line in an attempt to 
ascape into Arizona and were taken 
prisoners by the United States troops. 
Kosterlitzsky’s retreat to the Arizo­ 
na side of the line left the Mexican 
town defended only by Colonel Reyes 
and a few federal regulars, and they 
sot»n capitulated to the rebels. 
Kos- 
tarlitzsky later returned to the Mexi­ 
can side and, with Colonel Reyes, he 
met the two rebels leaders, Juan Ca* 
oral 
and 
Enrique Obregon, in the 
Mexican custom house, and signed 
terms of surrender. 
Determined to obtain the remaining 
Sonora-Arizona port of entry from the 
federal government, 
1,000 
Constitu­ 
tionalists assaulted the town only to 
he driven back by the dogged resist­ 
ance of no more than 250 defenders

laborers must show a certain fixed 
standard of efficiency in order to ob­ 
tain a job under the Friebolin civil 
service bill, which passed the senate 
by a vote of 26 to 5. The laborer who 
wishes to work for the state, city, 
county or school district is not com­ 
pelled to answer questions on paper, 
hut he must furnish proof of his abil­ 
ity to labor, his honesty, sobriety, in­ 
dustry, capacity and experience in the 
work for which he applies. 
The act, drafied to fulfill the de­ 
mands of a constitutional amendment, 
places all state, county, city and 
school distrit employes, other than 
certain specified ones, under the civil 
service. 
They must qualify for posi­ 
tions, either by competitive or non­ 
competitive examination. 
Those who are exempted from the 
operation of the law are officers elect­ 
ed o> popular vote, heads of the prin­ 
cipal departments, boards and com­ 
missions appointed by the governor, 
mayor or other appointing authority; 
officers elected by the general assem­ 
bly; all election officers, except clerks 
at main offices of boards; members of 
the state militia, superintendents, dl 
rectors and teachers in public schools 
or colleges; one secretary, chief clerk 
or assistant to heads of departments; 
deputies authorized to act for their 
principals 
Those placed under t$ie civil service 
and required to take examinations for 
fitness comprise all employes not ex­ 
empted or those coming within the 
labor class.

jeh lias come upon the Assembly, th*-re are a number of un 
jw n quantities which have the deadly punch 
at 
business 
concealed with in the words and sentences which compose them. 
Long before the gavel fell in either the House or the Sen­ 
ate a great many people of Ohio viewed the present session 
with great apprehension. 
The opportunity for the enactment of dangerous legisla­ 
tion never apism red so bright to the irresponsible forces as it 
appeared at the beginning of this session. 
There were many 
pronounced reforms in legislation to be worked out. The vot­ 
ers of the state, a great majority of them, were demanding 
radical c h a n g e s in the laws to correspond*with the changes 
they had written into the constitution.

In addition to being a corner lot 
the site must contain approximately 
20,000 square feet of ground, and if 
the lot submitted is rectangular its 
minimum dimension must be not less 
than 125 feet. 
Postmaster Culhan

prospective bidders with a circular 
giving particulars and 
all 
require­ 
ments, together with instructions for 
preparing the iuds and data neces­ 
sary. 
After the bids are opened in Wash- 
Ington, and as soon as practicable an 
agent of the depa rtm ent will be sent 
to this city to make a personal e x ­ 
a m i n a tio n of (lie properties, and in- 
vestigate the rea so n a b len e ss 
of 
the 
price placed upon the 
tracts. 
lie 
will compare the price with the price 
of real estate in the vicinity of the 
lot or lots. 
P art of the action taken by the de­ 
partm ent is given in a circular re­ 
ceived at the postoffice, which says: 
Based on the agent’s report, to­ 
gether with w ritten representations 
from other sources, the departm ent 
selects the site and, lf the property is 
to be acquired by purchase, accepts 
the offer of the successful bidder, 
subject to the conditions hereinafter 
stated and the Attorney General’s 
approval of the 
title. 
No 
inter­ 
mediary between the landowner and 
the Government is necessary. 
While 
it is advantageous to all concerned to 
have proposals submitted a t the date 
fixed in the advertisement, iii those 
cases where it is impracticable 
submit an offer then, belated pro 
posals will have due consideration if 
received before the department makes 
its selection. 
Whenever the departm ent is un 
able to secure from the owner a pro 
posal to sell the site desired (or any 
part thereof) for a reasonable price 
a resort may be had to condemnation 
proceedings to ascertain the valua­ 
tion of the property. 
If the price, so 
judicially determined, is satisfactory 
the award is confirmed and payment 
made. 
If the damages are deemed 
excessive, however, the proceedings 
are dismissed and some other loca 
tion is taken under consideration. 
Where an acceptable title to the 
site selected (or any part thereof) 
can not be secured by voluntary con­ 
veyance, an agreement may be reach­ 
ed with the owners as to the price 
to be paid and the title condemned 
under a consent verdict fixing the 
award at the agreed valuation. When
